The petitioners originally asked 
for the calling of a special grand 
jury to conduct the investigation, 
but withdrew that part of the 
plea after discovering that the 
county sheriff is the only official 
authorized by law to select the 
members of a special jury..

’ Some details of this and two 
other high-speed jet propelled 
planes were disclosed in connec- 
tion with the observance tomor- 
row of Air Force Day. The other 
two planes, both manufactured by 
Northrop Aircraft, Inc., of Haw- 
thorne, Calif., are a radar-equipped 
night fighter and a research plane 
to be used in studies of flight 
near the speed of sound and be- 
yond. They are designated, re- 
spectively, the XF-89 and the X-4. 

McDonnell’s XF-88 has a nar- 
row fuselage which, combined 
with the swept-back wings, gives 
the plane the general appearance 
of an arrowhead when viewed 
from above. Speed of the plane 
has not been revealed, but it is 
powered by engines of a 
which have given previously-an- 
nounced planes. extremely high 
speeds. 

The swept-back wings are an- 
other indication of the speed for 
which the plane is designed. Shock 
waves which occur near the speed 
of sound, both below and above it, 
cause extreme turbulence in planes 
with usual wing shapes. Wings 
of the type used on the XF-888 are 
intended to minimize this buffet- 
ing by permitting shock waves to 
flow gradually toward the wing 
tips instead of occurring along 
the entire leading edge simultan- 
eously,

Court Actions Pending. 

In several states the restric- 
tive laws passed a year ago are 
under attack in court proceedings. 
Recently the Michigan Supreme 
Court knocked out as unconsti- 
tutional that state’s “little Taft- 
Hartley act.”

The goings and comings of Marshal Stalin are 
going to be major news for some time to come, 


it seems. Yesterday, for example, the Western - 


Ambassadors dropped around to the Kremlin 
but were told by Molotov that they couldn’t see 
the Marshal; that he was out of town. And that 
was immediately put on the cables. 

It is going to be discouraging to read such 
negative news day after day. It means that the 
Berlin “crisis” will drag on at least until Stalin 
decides to be at home to the Ambassadors. Ap- 
parently, the affair cannot be settled without 
his participation. This means that one man can 
inconvenience millions. 

It’s too bad that nobody ever told Stalin that 
it would be simple good manners to be at home 
to the French, British and American envoys. 
But, then, the Russians probably feel that man- 
ners are the very least consideration at stake. 
They are not concerned about the comfort of 
the Westerners in Berlin. If the German capital 
is not to the Western taste these days, the Rus- 
sians would be only too happy to have the 
French, British and Americans pull out.

Wanted: Atomic Criticism 
An unusual appeal for public criticism of its 
work has been made by a Government 


HE 
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some improvement is needed in the commis- 
sion’s method of determining what shall be se- 
cret and what shall be public. Shoulda’t some 
influence be continuously at work to persuade 
the commission to disclose facts that are merely 
unpleasant for it to disclose, and withhold only 
such as might be dangerous? A committee of 
publicists might exert such an influence: 

The problem is so important and so complex 
that it warrants some trial and error in working 
for a solution. 
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Confusion From the Air 

The average citizen must be rather confused 
by some of the news concerning airpower as.the 
spearhead of security. The news emanates in 
one day from Washington, London and New 
York. From New York comes a quotation from 
Gen. Carl Spaatz, former Air Force chief, that 
the 90 B-29s in England comprise an atomic 
bombing force equal to 79,200 B-17s and 24s 
carrying conventional explosives. He said that 
the 90 B-29s armed with A-bombs would have a 
destructive force 14 times greater than the 
whole Air Force had in Europe at the peak of 
World War II. : 

In Washington, Gen. George C. Kenney, chief 
of the Strategic Air Command, says the United 
States bomber force is four times as effective as 
two years ago and twice as effective as last year. 
He bases his estimates on planes, efficiency of 
operation and skilled crews. 

From London the Air Ministry reports that it 
was “generally believed” that the B-29 was 
shown in recent mock warfare over England to 
be too slow for modern war. It is pointed out 
that jet fighters attacked the B-29s with almost 
200 miles an hour superior speed and that this 
was why so many were “shot down” in the 
maneuvers. 

The picture the reader gets from Kenney and 
Spaatz is quite different from that conveyed by 
the London Air Ministry. Yet the Royal Air 
Force conceded in statements during the aerial 
maneuvers two weeks ago that, despite the great 
successes of the jet fighters, enough big bomb- 
ers got through to “blitz” London and knock out 
four big industrial cities. And Spaatz’s state- 
ment. about the destruction potential of the 
B-29s loses most of its punch with one simple 
question: Wouldn’t the Russian jet fighters 
have an easier time knocking down 90 B-29s 
than they would knocking down 79,200 B-17s 
and 24s? 

Perhaps the reader of the day’s news would 
do well to disregard flamboyant statements and 
astounding statistics and simply conclude that 
the most important thing of all is that, if World 
War III comes, it will be hell. That is certain. 
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Help From Gov. Donnelly 
Gov. Donnelly is to be commended for coming 
to St. Louis to make a personal check on the 
inquiry into Missouri sales tax collections. This 
investigation needs the Governor’s attention. 


Charges of willful cheating in St. Louis may 
be matched or even surpassed in other commu- 
nities. When State Sales Tax Collector George 
Bates can say that the state in losing $2,000,000 
a year, a condition exists which requires the at- 
tention of every responsible official. 

The investigation should have two purposes. 
One is to reveal any collusion between collec- 
tors and those who remit the tax to the state. 
Such collusion should lead to prosecution. The 
other. purpose should be to correct conditions 
out of which these conspiracies arise. A mani- 
fest flaw in the collection machinery is the small 
number of auditors. This‘in itself presents a 
temptation to the collectors. Gov. Donnelly’s 
final recommendations to the Legislature may 
well embody the results of this investigation. 
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Passing of the Buck Sergeant 

The buck -sergeant,- that fellow with three 
chevrons on his sleeve, is no more. He has gone 
the way of-the Springfield rifle, the felt cam- 
paign hat, the sentry’s 9th general order and 
the bowlegged cavalryman. 

Some of the big brass in the Pentagon had a 
brain storm. Circular 202, on “enlisted grade 
structure,” was issued. In effect it provides 
that the buck sergeant’s duties will fall to a 
man known as a corporal—a man wearing only 
two chevrons. The first sergeant was left un- 
scathed. He still is top dog in the rifle company. 
But it’s hard to see how a rifle company is going 
to get by without the buck sergeant. He was a 
man on the make in the days of squads right 
and squads left. In his heyday the buck 
sergeant towered over the corporal like a 
chicken colonel over a second looey. 

He had charge of a section made up of three 
squads—21 privates and three corporals. He 
strutted about as sergeant of the guard when 
time came for guard mount. At formal parade 
he raced out from the marching column to 
mark the company boundary on the command 
“guides out!” Blindfolded, he dis-assembled— 
and what’s more—re-assembled the machine gun 
for the benefit of the recruits. On the rifle 
range, he always knew what windage to use. 
While the first sergeant was wrestling with the 
morning report, conferring with the captain or 
training a brand new second looey, the buck 
sergeant did a pretty good job of filling in. He 
was a tough hombre, too. Younger and more 
active than most first sergeants, he saw that 
nobody fouled up the detail, shirked or pulled a 
fast one. He was qualified for first sergeant 
about five enlistments before he made the 
grade. And now he’s gone—and his three chev- 
rons with him. . .

Though members of the Attorney General's staff are involved in 
the. disclosures of corruption in Illinois, Chicago paper notes that 
he does not call in outside investigators; describes strategy of 
high Republicans to withhold information from the grand jury. 


From thé Chicago Daily News 


An outside investigation into the rackets 
and graft of Peoria and Springfield is 
Clearly in order. 


Under the law, an outside investigation 
must be sponsored by the Attorney General 
of Illinois. 


In this instance, however, the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch has named two of the At- 
torney General's staff (one recently fired) 
as collectors of graft from the racketeers. 


One of these men, George Chiames, 
worked for the Attorney General’s office 
from last April until early August. He was 
fired when his name was mentioned in 
connection with the gambling racket, 


The other man, charged by the Post- 
Dispatch with collecting graft in six coun- 
ties, has been a member of the office for 
several years, and is still on the payroll. 
George Barrett, the Attorney General, says 
the charges are completely false and that 
he has complete confidence in this man. 


No Basis for Confidence 


In this situation, Mr. Barrett picks two 
assistants to make a separate investiga- 
tion, with the help of state police to be 
provided by Gov. Green. 

In view of the fact that some of his own 

subordinates had been involved in the 
charges, this action was inappropriate. 
* Even if Mr. Barrett were a man in 
whom the public had complete confidence, 
it would be pointed out that he was con- 
ducting an investigation in which the rep- 
utation of his own office is involved. To 
win full public confidence, the investiga- 
tion should be completely free from the 
influence of those who might possibly be 
affected by the disclosures. 

Yet Mr, Barrett is the Attorney General, 
for better or for worse. What should he 
have done? 


Stage Set for a Whitewash 


The answer is simple. He should have, 
asked the Illinois Bar Association to pro- 
pose the names of outstanding attorneys, 
completely free from any involvement, 
political or otherwise, with the subject 
matter. He should have agreed to name 
those men temporarily as assistants to do 
this job for the people. The attorneys, of 
course, should have been men with out- 
standing records in criminal investigation. 
There is stil] time to do what he ought 
to have done. 

The ineptness of the procedure Mr. Bar- 
rett did follow has raised the suspicion 
among those trying to clean up Peoria and 
Springtield that his purpose is not to bring 
out the facts but to make certain that 
they are concealed. 

This ineptness was compounded when 
Mr. Barrett selected, as one of his two in- 
vestigators, his assistant, Oliver H. Bovik, 
who is Sixth Ward Republican Committee- 
man in Chicago. 

Mr. Bovik last spring notarized some of 


ing that the petitions from the Sixth Ward 
were genuine; that he knew personally the 
circulators who submitted their petitions 
to him for notarization; and that their sig- 
natures were genuine. 


Called to testify before the grand jury, 
however, Mr. Bovik refused to sign an im- 
munity waiver. Like several other mem- 
bers of Mr. Barrett’s office, he based his 
refusal on his constitutional right not to 
incriminate himself. 

Whether Mr. Bovik had any knowledge 
that would have directly aided the prose- 
cution, we do not know. Certainly, if his 
own part was completely regular and inno- 
cent, as it may have been, he could at least 
have helped the prosecution by testimony 
that would have narrowed the field of sus- 
picion by elimination. But he did not tes- 
tify at all, 

Politica] Conspiracy of Silence 

On the highest levels of Republican state 
politics, a strategy was developed to pre- 
vent any state employe from giving the 
grand jury real information in this case. 
However innocent his previous conduct 
may have been, Mr. Bovik made himself a 
party to this conspiracy of silence, the 
purpose of which was to prevent the iden- 
tification and punishment of the guilty. 

Mr. Barrett himself personally gave his 
blessing to this conspiracy in a statement 
to the Chicago Daily News. He took the 
ground that such forgeries and perjuries, 
if any, as may have been cemmitted by 
state employes, including his own subordi- 
nates, were purely private matters in 
which he was not officially concerned. 

All told, nearly 150 state payrollers re- 
fused to testify on the ground that their 
testimony might incriminate them. Ten of 
them were employes of Attorney General 
Barrett. 


A Question of Integrity ° 


Now Mr. Bovik is designated to investi- 


gate the gambling racket and iis graft 
payments in Springfield. 

His previous example is likely to defeat 
his purpose no matter how zealous he 
might be for the new task. His very pres- 
ence in Springfield may serve to remind 
many persons that they have a constitu- 
tional right not to say anything that would 
incriminate themselves; in the minds of 
some politicians perhaps a duty to say 
nothing that would incriminate anybody.

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MERIT PLAN STUDY 
“FINDS FAVORITISM 
IN SCHOOL JOBS 
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Prof. Burke Tells of Need 
of Personnel System, 
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The Board of Education made 
Public today the detailed study of 
Prof. William W. Burke of Wash- 
ington University on a merit plan 
for public school employes. 

In his study, Prof. Burke came 
to the conclusion that powerful 
pressure has existed in the school 
system “to accept partisan and 
political favoritism as factors in 
filling positions and making other 
Personnel actions.” 

He said he found “a clear need 
for the use of traditional merit 
system devices to protect the 
schools against partisanship and 
personal favoritism.” 

His study recommended that, 
by law, discrimination in the 
classified service because of po- 
litical or religious affiliation 
should be prohibited, as well as 
political activity by any employe 
except in exercising the right to 
vote. 

No provision as to race discrim- 
ination should be included, Prof. 
Burke said, because “there is no 
prospect that the general school 
laws for separate schools for white 
and colored children will be 
changed for the present, and since 
any measures which will receive 
public support to mitigate or elim- 
inate discrimination on account of 
color can be better taken for the 
present by administrative action.” 

A public hearing on Prof. Burke’s 
report. was recommended by a. 

: schoo] board committee Tuesday 
night as a preliminary step to its 
introduction to the board in Oc- 
tober. ! | 

~. Among recommendations in the 
report were: 

| Reduction in the number of 

pupils per teacher. 

A more systematic classifica- 
tion of positions in the instruc- 
tion department. 

A continuation of the policy 
by which graduates of schools 
other than Harris Teachers Col- 

lege are accepted as teachers. 

| The addition of two or more 

courses in mental hygiene to the 

teachers’ college curriculum. 
| An increase in the maximum 
salary limitations for high school 
| teachers and principals, elemen- 
tary school principals and assist- 

ant superintendents. 

Prof. Burke suggested that the 
capacities of candidates for teach- 
ing positions be weighted on the 
following percentage basis: Men- 
tal abilities, 10; personality traits, 

40; general knowledgt, 10; profes- 

sional knowledge, 20, and profes- 

sional skill, 20. 

Under the proposed merit plan, 
a council of three members would 
select a personnel director who 
would have charge of all personne] 
matters, with the council acting as 
a board to hear complaints and 
make recommendations.

Troubles With Outside Walls. 


E’VE been ®o engrossed of 
Wiss with some of the repair 
joba connected with outside 
masonry walls that we hardly 
noticed that the wood siding on 
our own place was quietly going 
to rack and ruin. This should 
teach us to mind our own busi- 
nese, but it probably won't. 
Lots and lots of homes have 
shingles on the outside. We like 
shingles very much but some- 
times they warp out of shape. 
This is pretty easy to deal with. 
Just split the shingle with a chisel 
or hatchet and then tack it back 
down with rust proof nails. Be 
sure the nails are long enough s0 
that they'll hold. If an entire 
shingle is bad it can be removed 
by splitting it and then taking it 
out In sections. Use a hacksaw 
blade to cut the heads off the 
nails and then put a new shingle 
into position and nail it there.

Now the Miami mission 
has collapsed, in an uproar of an- 
gry complaints that she had been 
making away with satchels of 
“love offerings” totaling up to 
$5000 nightly. Miss Wiliitts is 
down to her last tabernacie. 

The $350,000 edifice in Detroit 
is known as Everybody’s Taber- 
nacle, This naMe applies Only in 
the spiritual sense, for the Miami 
hearings made it clear that tem- 
poral ownership is tightly in the 
hands of nobody but Miss Willitts. 

She made a similar claim in re- 
gard to the Miami institution, but 
Was overruled by Federal Judge 
John W. Holland, who decided it 
belonged half to her and half to 
the congregation. 

It is to be sold as a center for 
retircd show-people, and the pro- 
ceeds are to be divided equally 
between Miss Willitts and a num- 
ber of her parishioners. Miss 
Willitts is unhappy about the de- 
cision. In fact, she was unhappy 
about being sued in the first place. 

“It is just not God’s will to go 
to the law,” she declared. 

This tenet has been flaunted by 
a good many of her associates 
since, in the mid-1930s, she 
launched out as an interpreter of 
God’s will. 

She has been defendant in nu- 
merous actions, perhaps the most 
noteworthy being that of a beer 
salesman who complained that 
Miss Willitts was trying to lead 
his daughter, by force, into the 
paths of evangelism. The sales- 
man finally lost the case. At 
times she has been on the other 
side of the legal fence, as when 
she came to the succor of a tipsy 
motorist who had driven into a 
crowd of her followers in a safety 
zone, killing two and injuring sev- 
eral others. 

These episodes, together with 
her feuds with the medical society 
over her healing activities, and 
with rival evangelists, have com- 
bined to make her one of the most 
colorful and prosperous free-lance 
Gospel dispensers in an area long 
noted for desperate competition in 
this field. 

Detroit always has prided itself 
on being “a city. of churches,” 
boasting temples of virtually all 


of the world’s great faiths, includ- 


ing those of Confucius and Mo- 
hammed. 
Scarcely a sect of the Christian 


- religion was unrepresented, or so 


it seemed. But still the variety

was not enough to accommodate 
che hordes who flocked to Detroit 
from rural America for jobs in ihe 
automobile plants. 

Independent preachers, unham- 
pered by higher authority over 
doctrine or collection plate, moved 
in to appease this spiritual hun- 
ger. They pitched tents, opened 
up empty store buildings or, in 
summer, set up their platforms in 
vacant lots. If they could play a 
saxophone or electri¢ guitar their 
drawing power wads enhanced. 
Otherwise they usually relied on 
props (such as _ sackcloth and 
ashes), sensational predictions of 
catastrophe or dramatic confes- 
sions of their former lives of sin. 
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ISS WILLITT’S services had 
M all of these—plus healing, 

which was her § specialty. 
Starting with a modest tent she 
performed remarkable cures of a 
number of troublesome ailments— 
or at least so convinced the con- 
gregations. Within a few years 
she had outgrown the tent, built 
the imposing tabernacle and was 
preaching to capacity crowds. 

Dazzling services, Which featured 
a 45-piece band, were advertised 
in terms such as these: 

“Prayers! Tears! Joy! 

“Evangelist Ethel R. Willitts 
has good news. Oh what a joy 
to be found in the House of the 

Lord!! What a service last 

Monday night. People are still 
talking about it.” 

She told her flock: “I’m only a 
little Jone preacher chosen by God 
to preach the gospel and heal the 
zick. 

“When Jesus asked me to do 
that I trembled all over and asked 
Him if it wasn’t asking too much 
of me, and He said, ‘No, I shall 
heal the sick through you.” 

Her success paled that of rival 
evangelists and a number of them 
accused her of unethical competi- 
tion. One, the Rev. E. J. Rollings 
of the Metropolitan Tabernacle, 
came out openly and accused her 
of being a fraud. 

This marked the beginning of a 
feud between the two that proved 
as effective a publicity medium lo- 
cally as the one between Jack 
Benny and Fred Allen nationally. 

Rollings challenged Miss Wil- 
litts to heal somebody—anybody 
at all—in the presence of mem- 
bers of the Wayne County Medical 
Society. He offered to back his 
challenge with $1000. 

When Miss Willitts heard this 
she scoffed that Rollings didn’t 


have $1000. She indicated, how- 
ever, that she was more sorry for 
him than angry. 

“What the man needs,” she said, 
“is a Bible lesson. I'll kneel be- 
side him and pray to God that he 
sees the light. He’s ndt quarreling 
with me—I didn’t write the Bible 
—he is fighting with God and he’s 
bound to lose. But I'll meet him 
on my knees before God and let 
God be the judge.” 

She expressed the belief that 
Rollings’s attitude was just a pub- 
licity stunt. 

“He's tired of preaching to 
empty seats,” she said. “He wants 
to draw crowds like mine, and if 
he meets me on his knees [ will 
tell him how.” 

The terms of this encounter, as 
outlined by Miss Willitts, were not 
altogether acceptable to Rollings. 
He proposed as an alternative that 
they meet at the city’s largest in- 
door stadium to debate the propo- 
sition that “God Ig No Longer 
Performing Miracles Today.” 

Miss Willitts declined the invi- 
tation because, she said, “I’ve 
found Mr. Rollings so wnstable 
that he might change his mind 
right in the middle of the debate.” 

She told her side of the argu- 
ment to 5000 people who jammed 
Detroit’s Masonic Temple. As for 
Rollings’s challenge that she sub- 
mit her healing claims to the Med- 
icai Society she said she had dis- 
cussed the matter with physicians 
who “told me they wouldn't de- 
grade themselves by participating 
in any such affair.” 

The feud finally died a quiet 
death, but Miss Willitts’s fame 
continued to grow. 

After leaving her service one 
night, about 100 of her followers 
were crowded in an unprotected 
“safety zone” waiting for a street- 
car. A 32-year-old factory worker, 
primed by three beers and two 
whiskies (by his own count) lost 
control of his car. 

Two women were killed and 19 
other persons were injured. 

Miss Willitts seized upon. the 
opportunity to demonstrate the di- 
vine quality of forgiveness. She 
helped the driver, William Mark- 
lein, get out on bond before his 
trial to attend a rally in the taber- 
nacle. It was well publicized and 
drew a crowd of about 4800, Mark- 
lein got on his knees on the plat- 
form alongside the evangelist. The 
husband of one of his victims— 


she had been a choir singer — 


stood before the altar at Miss 
Willitts’s bidding and clasped

FEW years after building her 
A tabernacle in Detroit, Miss 

Willitts began operating in 
Miami in the winter months, 
starting out with a tent as she 
had in the northern city and 
quickly working her way up to a 
handsome building. 

She maintained an expensive 
home in the Detroit suburb of 
Grosse Pointe Park and another— 
valued $30,000—on exclusive North 
Bay Island, off Miami Beach. 
They were the property of Every- 
body’s Tabernacle, Inc., and as 
church property were tax free. 

Recently, however, things haven’t 
been going so well at the Miami 
temple. Miss Willitts decided to 
sell it. She began dickering with 
the Miami Showmen’s Association, 
which thought the tabernacle, 
built for $75,000 four years ago, 
might be usable as a social center 
and home for aged entertainers. 

When word of the impending 
deal got around, Parishioners Eu- 
gene Luckner and D. H. Lewis 
rushed into federal court. They 
claimed that by rights the congre- 
gation owned the church because 
its contributions had built it.

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clerk accused Miss Willitts of liv- 
ing off the petty cash fund. Oth- 
ers complained that she took per- 
sonal custody of the “love offer- 
ings.” 

The judge finally decided that 
the church should be sold and 
that Miss Willitts should receive 
half the proceeds. The other half 
is to be divided among the mem- 
bers of the congregation in ac- 
cordance with their contributions. 
A special master in chancery has 
been appointed to work out these 
details. 

High spot of the trial was the 
appearance of Miss Willitts on the 
stand. Neatly coifed and wear- 
ing a bright green linen suit, she 
testified firmly that she had oper- 
ated the tabernacle “for the glory 
of God,” and not to make money. 

She assured her Detroit follow- 
ers that they need have no fear 
their church will go the way of 
the one in Miami. 

“The Detroit Tabernacle. dan 
never be sold,” she said.

The bidding: 

North started with a club be- 
cause he wanted to make it easy 
as possible for his partner to re- 
spond, On the second round, North 
jumped to two no-trump despite 
his excellent spade support, be- 
cause it appeared that there might 
be an advantage in having the 
lead come up to the North hand. 
However, after South shied away 
from no-trump by rebidding his 
spades, North felt that his two 
red suits were not strong enough 
for persistence with no-trump. 


West, holding an almost nope- 
less hand, opened his top club on 
the bare chance of developing a 
ruff. Dummy’s ten covered the 
nine, and South captured East’s 
queen. Three rounds of trumps 
were then taken, after which 
South cashed the two good clubs 
in dummy, discarding a diamond. 

Now the heart king was led. 
East won and had two safe exit 
plays, a heart or a club. He chose 
the latter. South ruffed and now 
had to stake everything on the 
position of the diamond ace. When 
East smothered the king and re- 
turned a diamond, the contract 
was doomed. 

South overlooked an excellent 
bet! The whole point of this play 
was in the timing. After draw- 
ing trumps, South should have 
knocked out the heart ace before 
cashing his club tricks. East could 
safely exit at this point, with a 
heart or a club, but in either case 
declarer would strip the hearts 
from the North and South hands, 
and then cash dummy’s two club 
tricks, discarding a diamond. Now 
he would lead the fourth club and 
make East a present of the trick, 
discarding another diamond. East 
could not “get out.”
